In his farewell speech he congratulated himself on being 
the first German prince who took up arms “for the 
defence of the common country.” 

A Vienna letter in the Cologne Gazette says :— 

Austria has already on foot upwards of 600,000 men. 
well equipped, of whom 300,000 are in Italy. In a fort- 
night her army will be 800,000 strong. The Hungarian 
nobility are raising five regiments of Hussars, and at 
Arad thousands of men are flocking in. Similar enthu- 
siasm prevails in Bohemia, Moravia, Styria, Upper 
Austria, the Tyrol, and Carinthia. All these provinces 
supply voluntéers equipped at their cost, and young men 
go in crowds to engage themselves. The two regiments 
of cavalry, Prince Lichtenstein and Archduke Ernest, 
are to be concentrated in Upper Austria, being destined 
for Germany.” 

A Berlin letter, in the Elberfeld Gazette, says, on the 
other hand:— 

“The last accounts from Hungary state that great 
agitation prevails amongst the Magyar Sclavonian popu- 
lations, anxious to recover the rights wrested from them 
ten years ago. Agitation also prevails in Galicia and in 
the Polish provinces of Austria.” 

The Piedmontese journals publish a circular addressed 
by the Archbishop of Genoa to the clergy of his diocese, 
recommending them to offer up public prayers for the 
Piedmontese army. The tone of this document is highly 
patriotic. 

The Cardinal Archbishop of Lyons, in communicating 
to his clergy the circular of the Minister of Public In- 
struction relative to public prayers for the success of the 
French arms, has —. to them a pastoral letter 
which concludes in these words: 

“ Amidst the grave circumstances in which France is 
placed, the first thought of the clergy is to turn towards 
God, who holds in his hands the hearts of kings, and who 
raises or casts down empires as he pleases. War, what- 
ever may be the degree of glory to which it may raise a 
nation, is always a great scourge. We cannot regard 
the misfortunes it oceasions without praying Divine 
Providence to abridge and put an endtothem. Accord- 
ingly, dear brethren, we shall extend towards heaven 
supplicating hands to implore its succour, and to obtain 
a prompt and honourable peace; and we shall repeat 
these words of the Minister of Public Instruction—‘ May 
God protect France and the Emperor!’ Every Sunday 
during the war the 45th Psalm, and the prayer for the 
Emperor and his army (the 18th in the Missal) shall be 
chanted after ves ; and the prayer for peace (the 
42nd in the Missal) shall be said every day at mass.” 

STATE OF FEELING IN AUSTRIA. 

We find in the Pays a note from Vienna, which 
says :—“ The aspect of this city is unpromising. The 
public mind is becoming clouded, and discontent is in- 
creasing. ‘The country is breaking down under the load 
of daily increasing taxes. The state of the finances is 
desperate. The people throw on the authorities the 
responsibility of the calamities with which they are 
threatened, and reproach them for the precipitation with 
which matters have been brought about. It is alleged 
here that the war is becoming day by day more popular 
in France, whilst in Austria it is bitterly condemned by 
the people. Russia, it is added, will not fail to take her 
revenge. The Government, meanwhile, is preparing for 
all eventualities. The movement of troops continues. 
The last battalions have been withdrawn from Gallicia, 
to be replaced by Italian regiments. The army is magni- 
ficent ; it is animated with an exceedingly warlike spirit, 
and seems to feel that the Emperor only reigns for and 
through it. Never has Austria displayed a more power- 
ful genius for assimilation; but will all her efforts be 
able to preserve the integrity of the empire? There is 
room to doubt it. It is believed the war will not last 
long if it can be confined within certain limits ; but what 
will be its results ? It will merely serve to increase the 
general discontent here, and our population will more 
and more feel how badly they are governed.“ 


THE WAR IN THE CAUCASUS. 

Letters from St. Petersburg announce the capture by 
the Russian troops of the fortress of Vedena, the resi- 
dence of Schamyl in the Great Tchetchnia. General 
Ievdokimoff, commander of the expedition, has received 
the title of Count, and the military cross of the Order 
of St. George of the second class.

But there are 
those who affect to sneer at the heartlessness of law, 
and to sympathise rather with the warm-hearted fellows 
who, as they sit over a turf fire, smoke their 
pipes, and pass round the whiskey, draw up 
the list of Saxon intruders to be cleared off the 
neighbourhood. There is so much more heart in this 
process than in the scientific husbandry of the fellow 
who merely comes to get out of the as much as if 
will yield, and who only cares to see good crops and 
good rick-yard. True, he has a wife and family; they 
are young, and he is, perhaps, as fond of them as a Ryar 
can be of his wife and children. But what of that? 
The same may be said of lower animals. Then, whc 
cares for the dam and cubs of a Saxon and a Protestant f 
So the Ryans and their friends sit closer round the em 
bers, fill their pipes, imbibe more whiskey, draw the lots, 
fix the watching turns, and when Jessop next is caught 
alone, coming from market, in the sight and hearing of 
the people, a discharge from a gap in the fence riddles 
his body and actually burns his clothes ; the passers-b 
throw themselves between the wounded man, and his 
murderer, to thwart his eye and his aim, and he crawls 
home leaving a track of blood behind him, without a 
hand to assist, and the population looking on as they 
would at the execution of a Rush or a Palmer. 

Horrible as it may seem, this thing is intelligible. It 
can be traced to human nature, at least to a form of it, 
especially the Irish form. The supremacy of law and 
reason has never been established in that country, as in 
this. It has always been an army, a tribe, a party, a 
pale, a religion, a sect, a corporation, a club, a family,a 
conspiracy of some sort or other, which a man was 
obliged to join, or he found himself nowhere and no- 
body. It was family against family, club against club ; 
and, if there was violence on one side, there was the 
mightier power of an abused patronage on the other. 
Now it is the Celtic race against those Saxons who by 
long and close antagonism have acquired the vices of 
those whom they have conquered, governed and kept down, 
The Irishman, as such, is always asserting an ascendance 
or resisting an oppression. Deny him his monopoly, and 
he is like a fox whose earth has been stopped. He must 
have his ground to defend with a blunderbuss ora penal law 
a conspiracy or aclub, a bludgeon or a bad word, against all 
intruders. This is the foundation of that jobbery which 
is the very rule of Ireland, and which asserts its sway 
from Dublin Castle to the fisheries of the western coast. 
The Saxon, and even the Irishman, with his hments 
and his lawyers, his statutes at large and his fair play, 
is as much out of place there as the Doctor of Divinity 
with a Greek grammar in the Feejee Islands. A friend 
at Court, a powerful neighbour, his lordship, or the 
Circumlocution Office, the uis at Castle Bullyall, a 
good backing at the Ribbon Lodge, and a weapon that 
will take a heavy charge and — it well, are all there 
understood and appreciated. It is the currency of the 
country, its divine law and its faith. To this sort of 
people the liberty of the subject and the dignity of 
moral independence are vapid abstractions. “ Help 
thyself, and Heaven will help thee,” is an Englishman’s 
maxim; to help one another nst all the world and 
Heaven besides, is the maxim of every Irish lodge, club, 
clique, or coterie. Of course, there is religion, for what 
grave crime was there ever without a religion? But 
then the religion is naturalized and assimilated. It is a 
religion that does its work well, kills its man, and baffles 


all this can be only gradual. Six hundred 
found the native Irish murdering and pi 
towns, carrying off heiresses, and 
cannot be said that the leaven is out of them yet. A 
hundred years more or less are a trifle in the cure of so 
deep a disease.

THE WASHINGTON TRAGEDY—THE VERDICT. 

The trial of Mr. Sickles for killing Mr. Key, under 
circumstances with which the public have been already 
acquainted, has been brought to a close by the jury re- 
turning a verdict of “ Not Guilty.” The excitement in 
the court and its vicinity is described as very great. 
Mr. Sickles, amid the cheers of the audience, was taken 
out of the dock by Captain Wiley and Mr. Brega; the 
former, who is one of Mr. Sickles’s most devoted friends, 
kissed him at the moment of his deliverance, and held 
fast by him as they tried to make their way to the door. 
It was slow work, for congratulations, earnest, loud, and 
frankly expressed, saluted Mr. Sickles at all points. 
Though strong emotion was exhibited in the swollen 
veins of his temples, his eye was calm and steady, and 
the effort which he manifestly made to obtain calm- 
ness and composure was successful. His expression be- 
trayed no feeling of joy, but was rather that of a man 
who felt conscious that he had run no risk, and that the 
trial through which he had passed could have had no 
other result. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

Rome, May 8.—The Prince of Wales left Rome last night, 
for Civita Vecchia, and embarked on board the Scour ap- 
tain Prince Hohenlohe. His Royal Highness is bound on a 
yachting expedition to the coast of Spain and Gibraltar, and 
there is some expectation of his meeting with Prince Alfred. 
Among all classes of people there is a word of praise for “our” 
Prince. His manners are admirable, his feelings kind and 
amiable, and his intelligence quick. During his residence in 
Rome he has visited everything worth seeing ; and, observing 
most strictly his incognito, he has surrounded himself by 
those who were most distinguished in their various callings 
and professions, Among those who have had the honour of being 
invited to the royal table I may mention Gibson, our sculptor ; 
Lefronaim and Leighton, painters in oils; Motley, the Ameri- 
can historian; Pentland, well known here for his accurate 
knowledge of everything connected with Italian iquities 
and art; not to mention many others. Indeed, the object has 
been to surround his Royal Highness with those from whom 
he could uire ideas, not observing too strictly Royal 
etiquette. “With regard to his Protestantism, of which some 
old ladies had great fears, I may observe that it is as imma- 
culate as themselves. I shall go to our church on Easter 
Sunday,” said his Royal Highness; “ when ish people 
are in Rome, they ought, I think, to show w they are.” 
This firmness of principle is connected, at the same time, with 
great liberality and kindness of feeling. 

The Prince’s departure from Rome was marked b 

many pleasing incidents. At half-past four o'elock 
most of the English had assembled in the Corso in 
their carriages to greet him as he passed. Here and 
there. flowers were presented to him, and some who 
had the honour of his acquaintance shook hands with him. 
On arriving at the station they formed a half-circle, and so 
remained till his Royal Highness left. On arriving at Civita 
Vecchia the Prince went on board directly, and Scourge 
left port almost immediately after. Besides his own suite, 
Mr. Odo Russell accompanied the Prince, and was assigned 
the post of honour by his side as the representative of her Ma- 
jesty in Rome. 
So ended a Royal visit remarkable for its rarity, which was 
apprehended by some weak and bigoted persons in England 
as fraught with danger to our Protestant institutions, but 
which has terminated im bringing out to view the best points 
of the Prince 's character, and in holding out the promise to 
England at some future, and let us hope a distant time, of a 
Sovereign who, with the firmest at ent to his own prin- 
ciples, will know how to respect the principles of those who 
differ from him.-- Times Correspondent.

Mr. Justice 11 in detiver ing judgment, said the guar- 
dianship of the child by nurture could not exist when the 
child was beyond the age of fourteen years, that being the 
period at which the law su a person had arrived at such 
maturity of intellect as to enable him to provide for himself. 
Wherever the guardian by nurture was unable or unwilling to 
discharge his or her duties, or abused the rights of such posi- 
tion, the court would interfere to see to the welfare of the 
child, Wherea child was in the custody of those against 
whom no objection could be made, the court ought to lend 
its hand when called upon, to issue its writ habeas corpus in 
order to restore the infant to a custody of which they might 
not fully approve. In the present case, the applicant it 
would appear had for seven years abrogated her right in 
respect of the child, and allowed and encouraged other persons 
to assume and discharge her especial duties, inasmuch aa she 
allowed them to educate the child in a religious faith different 
from that which she herself professed, but the faith in which 
the father of the child had lived. The court could not close 
its eyes to the fact that it was the intention of the mother to 
educate the child in a religion different from that in which it 
had heretofore been brought up. Such a course she ht 
not be allowed to take, and therefore he was of opinion that 
the — order for a writ of habeas corpus should be 
discharged. 

Mr. Justice O’Brien said he had arrived at a different con- 
clusion from that stated by Mr. Justice Hayes. He was of 
opinion that the application for the writ ought to be granted.
